Prior lo the opening of 
Model Congress delegates 
are encouraged to submit 
bills to l>e debated during the 
committee, House and 
Senate sessions. One of the 
first bills enacted in 1941, 
and one which has 
frequently appeared has 
been lowering the voting age 
to 18. (This bill was way 
ahead of its time.) 

Committee meetings are 
held all day Friday. Bills 
that survive committee 
debate are then placed on 
the agenda’s for the House 
and Senate deliberations all 
day Saturday. 

Agawam’s delegates to the 
1975 Congress were deeply 
impressed by the urgent 
need for skill in 
parliamentary procedure 
and debate. Without this 
necessary knowledge the 
chances for successful bill 
passing evaporate. Agawam 
student representatives this 
year, as well as last, were 
under the personal super¬ 
vision of Mr. John Ferranti. 

Of the 33 hills submitted to 
the Congress, seven were 
assigned to the House of 
Representatives. Of these 
seven hills, five passed. Of 
the six bills assigned to the 
Senate for debate, five 
passed.

Star Brownie Guard Triple Teamed 
In Final Seconds By Ludlow Lions 


Agawam’s Tommy Quinn 
did everything under the sun 
to can his 1000 point against 
Ludlow Jan. 31 in Agawam. 
First the Brownie sharp¬ 
shooter sank a pair of 
pressured foul shots with 
seconds showing on the 
clock. The single points 
marked his 998 and 999 
career points. 

Then Ludlow turned the 
ball over 2 seconds before 
the final horn. Brownie 
Coach Wayne Morse im¬ 
mediately called time out. 

On the inbound play Quinn 
found himself triple teamed 
and there was just no way he 
could get his hands on the 
ball one last time. Agawam’s 
backcourt ace finished his 
evening’s antics with a 
career high 34 biggies 
leaving him only 1 shy of the 
coveted 1000 point stage. 

BECAME ACADEMIC 

By halftime the Brownies 
were slaughtering the 
hapless Lions 44-14 thus the 
game became academic to 
the fans and players alike. 
The big issue was would 
Quinn rifle his 1000 point. 

Early in the third period 
Ludlow finally figured out 
why the partisan Brownie 
crowd would scream each 
time Quinn hit a hoop. 
Naturally the Lions didn’t 


wish to fall victim to Quinn’s 
milestone, so the second half 
certainly proved interesting. 

Quinn’s teammates fed 
him the ball every op¬ 
portunity they could in the 
third stanza. Quinn 
responded with some long 
range gunnery. By the fourth 
quarter everyone was on the 
edge of their seats. 

BLANKET COVERAGE 
Each time Quinn would 
receive the ball in period 
four, Lion defenders would 
swoop down on him. 
Nevertheless Quinn still 
pumped a couple from 
downtown to set up the 
dramatic closing moments. 

A couple of 25 footers 
rolled around the rim on 
Quinn in a minute span to 
further excite the crowd. 
Quinn cooly sank two charity 
attempts with 13 seconds 
left, but the clock ticked 
away proving to be Quinn’s 
major enemy. 

“I don’t think Tom would 
have enjoyed his 1000th point 
if they just let him walk in 
with it,” Coach Wayne 
Morse offered. Mark Winne 
chipped in 14 and sophomore 
Ralph Meyers 13 to boost the 
final total to 78-45. 

SEVERE SETBACK 
East Longmeadow took 


full advantage of Quinn’s 23 
minutes absence as the 
Spartans dealt the Brownie a 
severe 52-47 setback Jan. 28. 
The loss gave frontrunner 
Longmeadow a full three 
game gap over the second 
place Spartans and 
Brownies. 

“It was really a big loss for 
us, contended Morse. “But 
we hung in there without 
Tommy.” Quinn collected 13 
first quarter points before 
l>eing saddled with his four 
personal felony late in the 
same period. 

The irony concerning 
Quinn’s fourth foul is that he 
picked it up while Morse was 
about to send reserve guard 
Tommy Tatro in for him. 
Morse was forced to sit 
Quinn out until about 4 
minutes left in the final 
session. 

“My philosophy was to 
keep Tommy out for as long 
as we were in the ballgame,” 
Morse said. Behind Quinn 
the Brownies oDened ud an 
early 15-9 cushion. Once 
Quinn departed EL closed 
within 17-14 at the first 
period buzzer, then sprung 
into a 32-29 margin at the 
half.

Although 
Quinn played just a bit over 9 
minutes he still spearheaded 
the Brownie attack with 13 
points. 

“Greg Fuchs had his best 
game of the year,” Morse 
pointed out. “And Tommy 
Tatro played a good floor 
game with Quinn out. Some 
of the other kids were a little 
off,” Karl Ekstedt hit for 10 
and Fuchs added 8 behind 
Quinn’s team high 13.

He has tallied numerous 
seconds and a couple of firsts in every meet this season in the 
100 free, but still, T seems unimpressed with his times. 

“Compared to some of the other schools my times really 
aren’t that good. I still have a long way to go in the 100.” 

Dave broke a fairly solid school record a few weeks back in 
the 100 fly which has given him added incentive in recent 
meets. "Dave’s times are showing considerable im¬ 
provement,” Smith said. 

“T” also swims the 50 yard free style (where he just 
broke a school record) and the anchor leg of the free style 
relay. Dave sees the relay quartet as Agawam’s best shot to 
take some points at the Western Mass. Meet in mid 
February. “Most likely it’s our best event,” Dave said. “I 
hope we can take a point at the Western Mass. Meet with it.” 

Although the club currently sits on a poor 1-11 mark with 
only a few meets to go, T feels there has been some 
noticeable improvement in the squad this season. “Most 
people don’t think of swimming as a major sport or as hard 
as some of the others,” Dave remarked. “But believe me, 
swimming is just as difficult." 

With swimming being T’s lone sport, he occupies his 
spare time in a job as an interior decorator.

Besides his unusual abilities at work, “T” is also a very- 
line handy man and craftsman.
